On the junior varsity level, it was an outstand- 
ing season as the Broughton J. V.’s rolled over 
eight straight opponents. The backbone of the 
club seemed to be its tough defense and prolific 
genes which rolled against the opposition almost 
at will. 


With the close of football, the basketball season 
took over and it proved to be an interesting one. 
The Caps finished the campaign with an 8-13 
overall record while they had a 7-10 conference 
mark. The season saw Broughton play some good 
basketball and lose some close games in the final 
minutes. 

Recognition was also bestowed on two Cap 
roundballers. Jimmy Womble was selected as 
one of the conference’s top six stars by the sports 
writers of the Eastern 4-A while Alan Morrison 
was picked on the third team. 

Basketball also saw the junior varsity gallop 
through another undefeated season as they mowed 
down 16 opponents in a row. Led by Sonny 
Leach, George Rochelle, and Bill Brafford, the 
Broughton sophomores found rough going in only 
two games, those being with Wilmington and 
Durham. 

During the basketball campaign, Coach Joel 
Long was experiencing a very successful year as 
his wrestlers went undefeated. The Broughton 
grapplers pinned eleven opponents and made a 
big move by winning the sectional meet held in 
Burlington. 

Craig Unwin, Tommy Blalock, Jack Corbell, 
and Nick LoMonte won 11 straight matches while 
Russell Whitaker reeled off 10 in regular season 
competition. 

Several of the matmen were victorious in the 
sectionals and advanced to the State Tournament. 
In the State competition Jack Corbell was a sec- 
ond place winner in his class. The success of 
this year’s wrestling team should make the sport 
a big hit with Cap fans in the future. 

The spring sport season saw the tennis, golf, 
track, and baseball teams all have a good year. 
This is the season where individuals stand out. 

In tennis it was Ken West. The 6-2 senior was 
one of the conference’s top performers as well 
as one of the top stars in the State. 

In track it was John Rachal and Bill Hamnett. 
Rachal was the top man in the 440 for Broughton 
as Hamnett led the hurdlers. The Broughton 
track men once again participated in the Queen 
City and Durham Relays, two of the top high 
school track events in the Southeast. 

‘In baseball Mike Brannan was the top Cap 
performer. The 6-0 senior was one of the top 
players in the league and should be a big asset 
to the Raleigh American Legion team this sum- 
mer. 

The Broughton golfers also had their top stars. 
Julian Bunn and David Brooks were the out- 
standing golfers this year. 

Overjoyed with their victories and saddened 
by their defeats, the Broughton athletes of this 
year have left lasting memories.

If there was a way to remember 
it all: the crucibles of exams, SNOW—finally 
and completely (and then those make-up Satur- 
days), basketball nights of woolly suspense in 
the Gym cheering for the Caps, various and sun- 
dry fire-drills. Then the spring sounds of the 
orchestra, band, and chorus were here; and there 
were flowers in our voices and Aprilness in all 
directions. Spring sports burst into action. Sing 


Out ’66 came to us, and we took pride in the 


new Miss Raleigh—our own Susan Davis. 


Yesterday — when quizzes and lectures and 
experiments were near us; when we gathered 
together to dedicate the dogwood trees to the 
boys fighting in Viet Nam; when the clock moved 
too slowly it seemed; when we contemplated 
isosceles trapezoids, life on Walden Pond, moral- 
ity and the modern concepts, microscopes at 
large, and the weight of books on the human 
mind in general. Yesterday was the inertia of 
plans and elections for the coming year: the new 
Student Council, course selections, College Day, 
and for Seniors the final decisions. We will not 
forget the Student Council-sponsored talent show, 
or yesterday May, the Senior tour of cap and 
gown measurements, “Moonlight and Roses” and 
the Big Weekend, Senior Picnic, and Class Night, 


a tour of time-stops, isolated against the back- 


ground of finality. 


It has passed quickly, the last moments, gradu- 
ation, all of it slipping away into shadow. And 
all of us, all Sophomore, Junior, Senior of us, 
older now, have only in memory this beautiful, 


strange year.

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Editorial 


And now it must end: the ’65-’66 Broughton 
chronicle, a flourish of yesterdays, of struggling 
through homework, of split-moments, of spilt 
words, of encounter. Now ends the anthology of 
faces and voices and accomplishments and recol- 
lections set on a linotype machine, duplicated, 
materialized into a turning of pages. Pressed in- 
side time the LatTipac, with all its revolutions 
of paper and proportion scales and picture place- 
ments, with all its copy and collaboration and 
deadlines and proofs, again has attempted to 
measure the dimensions of a year at Broughton 
High School. And from these dimensions, depths 
and heights and widths stretched across a clock, 
comes the Spirit of 66, comes the theme for the 
Latipac. I hope you have found a trace of its 
translation within these pages, in the hands and 
names and faces and experiences of this year—a 
year which now, like a phoenix, has burned to 
ashes and awaits renewal. I hope you feel a part 
of the Spirit of 66, a part of the hand and the 
flame which was the only symbol that could 
approach its meaning: your hand, reaching out 
for reality and in the process benefiting Brough- 
ton; the flame, supported by all the hands, repre- 
senting the pride, the enthusiasm, and the endur- 
ing potential of the Broughton student. 

LatTipac ’66 is something indeed to remember. 
Layout sheets rustle in my brain. There are the 
flashbacks of Burnie Batchelor and Jim Coble 
who came with their great groping lenses and 
- recorded the faces, interpreting some of our 
moments grand and brief. I will not forget 
Edwards and Broughton: the sessions with Paul 
Hoch, who helped the crises pass more easily, 
who understood, and the efforts of Jeff Hill and 
Mrs. Vivian Hagwood, who fitted the parts to- 
gether. Then there was Room 114, my misfit 
second home, and Miss Paschal, who shaped the 
rough edges, who gave me life-savers and told 
me not to worry, who inhaled deeply and en- 
dured my mistakes, and who perhaps taught me 
most decisively that organization is an art in 
itself. And there were all the people who advised 
me, who gave their time and effort on the all- 
important details, who provided ideas, who were, 
in deed and in fact, the explorers and expanders 
of the Spirit of ’66. Here are some of them: 

Judy Litzaw, who from my vague description 
captured one of my dreams on paper in the form 
of the title page (bravo to Jim Fontaine for lend- 
ing a hand), who worked on almost every phase 
of the Latipac’s growth; Marcia Koomen, a girl 
with words, who wrote the introductions for each 
section and the copy for ‘‘Flashback”; Rowena 
Morrison, who wrote the beginning and ending 
quotes and the dedication and more importantly 
was a good listener; Susan Satisky, forever help- 
ing me remember to remember something, who 
wrote the Queen of Hearts copy and who thought 
up the sharpest picture ideas even on short 
notice; Janey Jones, always dependable, always 
willing, who was indispensable on Organizations; 
Kathy Williams, who worked with the Home- 
coming write-up as well as the Senior Section; 
Frankie Arnold, who was a very versatile aid, a 
reliable source; Anne Turner, who turned out 
some timely and coherent picture schedules; 
Craig Barnes, who kept up with the Caps and 


was always prompt in turning in the material 
for Sports; Tony Maupin, who drew some memor- 
able lay-outs; Carl Murnick and Carol Hagwood, 
who sold ads and ads and ads which meant more 
of “the green.” 


The journalism classes, who worked on many 
of the mass problems such as picture identifica- 
tions and advertising and especially the core 
journalism class who wrote the copy for Organi- 
zations and provided as well a unique working 
atmosphere; Mrs. Sandling, who was understand- 
ing when woe betided; Mrs. Porter’s typing 
classes, who handled a tremendous volume of 
Latipac material; Margie Buford, who supplied 
her fireplace on a_ Burnie night; Mr. Holliday 
and Mr. Holyfield, who wrote just what I wanted 
without my having told them. 

I should also like to thank the teachers who 
were understanding when some of us were late 
because of pictures, especially Mrs. Fountain, my 
homeroom teacher; and also Mrs. Kahdy, who 
ran off some schedules for me one lonely after- 
noon. The list doesn’t end: Thank you! all you 
picture-posers and friendly ears who listened to 
me (often during the midnight oil-burning 
period) and offered suggestions. And a special 
thanks to my mother. 

And here’s to BRYAN GREEN, the real and 
trueblueGreen hero of Latipac ’66. He worked 
continuously with the advertising, selling the 
most ads and arranging the section as well as 
acting as photographer, consultant, money maker, 
lay-out artist, proof-reader, picture proportioner, 
and idea man. Bryan worked with an efficiency 
and enthusiasm that spanned the growth of the 
LATIPAC. 

And thus the flame has died down; the glass- 
ness, shattered open. ‘Mission ’66” accomplished.
